He went Irom Borca to Athens, where 
lie found a large and wealthy city, many 
of whose citizens were men of great 
culture aud extensive learning, but the 
whole city was given to Idolatry. 
Ills 


spirit was deeply stirred within him and 
he entered luto discussions with the 
Jews iu the synagogue, and with cer- 
tain philosophers of different schools In 
other public places. lie finally went 
with' some of them to the Areopagus 
and delivered the discourse, a synopsis 
of which is contained In this lesson. 


I. An unknown God. The Athenians, 


In the ardor of their religious zeal, had 
built altars and maintained worship In 
honor of all the gods recognized in their 
system of religion, and then lest there 
might be somewhere a divinity whose 
claims had been overlooked, had erected 
in a conspicuous place an altar Inscribed, 
"To an unknown god." 
Tula Paul 


noticed as he passed along the street, 
and It furnished him with the very topic 
lie wished for on which to speak. lie 
liad come to make known the Ood un- 
tnown by them; the God above all gods; 
the maker of the world and all things In 
t; the God dwelling not In temples 
made by hands of men, but rather in the 
hearts of men themselves. 
Being the 


liver of life and breath and all things 
by which men sustain life and mlnliter 
to their own comfort, he needs nothing 
which they can bring to his altars, and 
therefore is best worshipped, not by 
luch offerings and in ceremonies which 
ire merely external, but in higher aud 
nore spiritual services. 


II. The offspring of God. This God, 


o them unknown, Is the creator of all 
hat dwell upon the earth; has made 


hem, 
In the apostle's language, "of one 


blood," so that they hold a common 
relationship to him and constitute a 
common 
brotherhood 
among them- 


iclvcs. 
In support of this opinion, 


Paul skillfully introduces a quotation 
'roni A r at us, a Greek poet of his own 
country, and, perhaps, like himself, a' 
native of Tarsus. 
He was. familiar 


with the best literature of his age, and 
at home among the cultivated Athe- 


lans around him. 
The beauties of 


heir poets and the subtleties of their 
ihlloBophy were alike familiar to him. 
lo could freely quote the one, and ana- 
3 M the other. 
Thus was he qualified 


o commend himself to the audience that 
10 was then addressing. The preacher 
3 fortunate who is able to draw upon 
esources familiar to his hearers, and no 
ources of Illustration and argument are 
unworthy of his careful attention. 


The brotherhood of all men was, very 


Ikely, a doctrine new to the Athenian 
philosophers, and not entirely welcome 
o them, but from it Paul draws an Im- 
wrtant argument against the idolatrous 
worship with which the city was filled. 


An argument 
for 
repentance. 


God, 
being the maker of men will, 


inally, call them to an account lor their 
ives, In a day which he has appointed, 
nd for that reason calls on them to re- 
cnt of their sins, that they may not be 
ondemned In that day. The argument 
s as good and as forceful today, as it 
was then, and it is as important that 
he men of this generation heed It, as it 
was that those whom Paul addressed 


uld do so. The final judgment will

Christianized) there flourished a race of 
teachers and philosophers known as 
Stoics, wise old pagans who held that the 
perfect man must be free from passion, 
unmoved by either joy or grief, taking 
everything just as It came, with suprem a 
and utter Indifference. 
A hard rule 


that, but this lad's teachers had been 
mainly of the "School of the Stoics," as 
It was called, and their wise sayings 
had made so deep an Impression on the 
little Marcus that, when only twelve 
years old, he set np for a full-fledged 
Stoic. 
He put on the course mantle 


that was the peculiar dress of the sect, 
practiced all their severe roles of self- 
denial, and even slept on the hard floor 
or the bare ground, denying himself the- 
comfort of a bed, until his good mother, 
who knew what was best for little fel- 
1 ws, even though they were stoics, 
persuaded blm to compromise 
on a 


quilt. 
He loved exercise and manly 


sport; but he was above all a wonder- 
ful student—too much of a student, In 
Tact; (or, as the old record states, "bis 
excess In study was the only fault of his 
youth."—From "Historic Boys," by E.

A Roman Circus. 


Rome Is astir early,—citizens 
and 


strangers, slaves and soldiers, all are 
hurrying toward the great pleasure 
ground of Rome—the Circus Maxlmns. 
With flutes playing merrily, with sway- 
ing standards and gleaming statues, 
with proud young cadets, with priests, 
and guards with crested helms, skilled 
performers, restless horses, and glitter- 
ing chariots, down the sacred street 
winds a long procession, led by the boy 
magistrate, Marcus of Home, the favor- 
ite of the emperor. 
It passes into the 


great circus, and flies Into the arena; 
two hundred thousand excited people— 
think, boys, of a circus tent that holds 
two hundred thousand people I—rise to 
their feet and welcome It with hearty 
hand-clopplng. 
The trumpets sound 


the prelude, the 
young 
magistrate 


(standing In h'la suggestus, or state box) 
flings the mappa, or white flag, into the 
course as the signal for the start; and, 
as a ringing shout goes up, four glitter- 
ing chariots, rich iu their decorations of 
gold and polished Ivory, and each drawn 
by lour plunging borses, burst from " 
their arched stalls and dash around the 
track. 
Green, blue, red, white—the 


colors of the drivers—stream from their 
tunics. 
Around and around they go. 


Now one and now another is ahead. 
The people strain and cheer, and many 
a 
wager is laid as to the victor. 


Another shout 1 The red chariot, turn- 
Ing too aharpiy, grates against the meta, 
or short pillar that stands at the upper 
end of the track, guarding the low cen- 
tral wall; the horses rear and plunge, 
the driver struggles manfully to control 
them, but all In vain; over goes the 
chariot, while the now maddened horses 
dash wildly on until checked by mounted 
attendants and led off to their stalls. 


Blue I blue!" 
"Gn;en! green I" rise 


the varying shouts, as the contending 
chariots still struggle 
for the lead. 


White is far behind. 
Now comes the 


seventh or Dual round. 
Dlue leads! 


No, green is ahead! 
Neck and neck 


down the home stretch they go magnifi- 
cently, aud then the cheer of victory Is 
heard, as, with a final dash, the green 
rider strikes the white cord first and 
the race is won 1

races, come the athletic sports: foot- 
racing and wrostlin", rope-dancing and 
high leaplnz-, quoit-throwing and javelin 
matches. One man runs a race with a 
fleet Cappadocian horse; another expert 
rider drives two bare-backed horses 
twice around the track, leaping from 
back to back as the horses dash around.

And If ho will do 
tbli, iDd turn tbo colts over to Ilia 
boyi for tlielr special caie, and as 
their property, It will be ono excel- 
lent way of interesting them In the 
farm work. 
And In tbo remark* 


we now propone to make wo intend 
(hem speolitlly for tbo boy's use. 
A boy and a colt may gut ou very 
well together, for as a rule a cult 
Will do more for u boy than it will 
for a rnnii. A boy will pet the coll 
and not kick it with a rough boot 
if it is a little stupid at times, and n 
colt knows what kindness is as well 
as a boy docs. 
TUG way to a colt's 


heart is through its mouth, nnd it 
Boon Icnrns to love and obey the 
band tliat feeds it or gives it sugar. 
But it needs training from the very 
first and will learn all the more and 
all the better the sooner its training 
begins. The first lesson In training 
a colt is to put on n halter, a soft, 
easily fitting one, but it must be 
strong and securely '/(istend. The 
worst thing that can be done iu the 
training is to make mistakes and 
put the colt on the right track. So 
that if a colt's halter once breaks it 
may teach him to become a confirm- 
ed 
halter-breaker 
when a horse. 


After the halter has been worn a 
day or two the colt should be taught 
to lead by it and to be tied up. In 
leading the colt it should bo taught 
to walk along quickly, but not to 
run. 
Walking is the first pace to 


bo taught, and a fast walking horse 
is worth a good deal more to a farm- 
er for his work than one that could 
run a mile in a minute. Jt mnkos a 
difl'erencc ofonu :KTC.'S plowing in a 
week, nnd of a mile an hour on tho 
road with a load. The next lesiion 
is to teach the colt to be handled all 
over, to be rubbed with n soft, wisp 
of straw, to lift its feet, to stnnd 
over, to back, and have its head 
handled. After every lesson a little 
sugar should be given, or a piece of 
bread with some sugar rubbed on it. 
This will cause it to come to hand 
•when called, which is « very import- 
ant lesson to ba taught well. 


Overfeeding a colt is very hurtful. 


At first, when a month old, tho colt 
may bo taught to lick a little fine oat 
meal with a little sugar in it. A 
teaspooiiful at first is enough, and in 
n Vfeck it may have a tablespoonCnl 
When it is 3 months old a few oats 
may be given, but no.corn or corn- 
meal. 
A pint of oats a day will be 


enough for another inonfh or two, 
and when a colt is G months old it 
may have a quart a day. 
If any- 


thing should hnppon to the marc and 
a young colt is left a helpless orphan 


A ProfoMor i»yi tlw way to keep

would bo effective. Itut it is dill!- 
cull for n man or boy to lovo dlsu- 
grvoublo things. Tho

and Interest Iu It should bo awaken- 
ed in tho boy's mind. If only tho 
boy's desires could bo turned in 
this direction as easily us in that 
of lighting Indians and hunting buf- 
faloes ou the Plains by means of 
books and other rending mutter! If 
the wonders and beauties of farm 
life ctiuld bo presented in yellow-col- 
ored books on farm subjects; on 
horses anil colts, cattle, sheep, poul- 
try, aud farm plants; easy lessons 
in botany and other subjects of in- 
terest, nnd the boys and girls were 
given something of their own to pos- 
sess and care for ami to work with 
and to realize profit from, many more 
of them than now would interest 
themselves in their homo 
life nnd 


become good 
farmers instead of 


poor clerks. 


Black muck swamp mewlowM, af- 


ter having been drained, arc greatly 
improved by a liberal dressing 
of 


sand. A thousand loads per acre, 
or one to every G by 7 feet, would 
pretty well cover 
tho surface and 


when plowed in would wholly change 
tho appearance, character, and val- 
ue of tho soil. Tho cost would not 
bo anything like what it might ap- 
pear.

It is quite easy to teach a colt to 
drink as a calf docs;

weak at first it will suck from a 
common nursing bottle or from a 
small can with a spout or a coffee- 
pot with a rug tied on the end of the 
spout, 


The greatest care should be taken 


not to make a colt angry, and never 
to whip it. In leading it it may be 
touched behind with a little switch 
if it pulls back, and iu leading it it 
should be held by the halter and 
jievcr by the end of a rope, as then 
one has better control over it. 
Lastly, kindness, patience, and firm- 
ness will enable a boy to teach a 
colt anything, just as a boy knows 
these will enabl 
boy anything.''' 


Crib-lilting. 


Crib-biting is not a disease, but a 


vicious habU,acquired through the. 
neglect of tho owner to correct it at 
the first. It may bo cured, or at 
least prevented, by removing cverj'- 
thing thai the animal can lake hold 
of with the teeth. Il'thofeed-trough 
is placed low aud not over 1G inches 
from the floor, the horse cannot ex- 
ercise his vice, as to do so the head 
must be held nearly on a level with 
the neck. As a horse subject to 
this vice is usually troubled with 
indigestion, it is well to give a dose 
of physic, as a pint of liusccd-oil. 
and to give soft feed for a short 
time, until ho recovers condition.
